in Passion JVeek, 1 839.

The MS. has evi-- 
dently been in constant 
use ; and it has been 
added to, in pencil^ as 
circumstances might 
require. Thus, at some 
time after Mrs. Pusey's 
death, Philip has in- 
serted, in a rounds boy- 
ish hand: "/ thank^^ 
Thee for the good** 
fnama Thou hast ''

gvven me, and I pray 
Thee to give her more 
and more of the light 
of Thy Countenance. 
Again, after the coach 
accident at Arundel 
in 1839: "/ thank'' 
Thee for preserving 
dear papa's and my 
life'' There are other 
similar additions, now 
scarcely legible. They 
were probably sug-- 
gested at first by Dr. 
Pusey ; but they show

that in his son the 
growth of prayer kept 
pace with the circum- 
stances even of early 
life. The prayer at 
p. 26 is written in 
Philip's hand, but was 
probably dictated by 
his father. It recalls 
vividly the suffering 
life of the sickly boy; 
in the original it is 
headed y ""'When going 
to be lanced^' 
It was two months

after the date of these 
prayers^ on Trinity 
Sunday, May 26th, 
that Philip lost his 
mother. In his widow- 
ed life Dr. Pusey 
devoted himself with 
renewed energy to the 
moral and spiritual 
care of his children. 
Of his letters to his 
son, one is here sub- 
joined, as a sample of 
the training — at once 
firm and tender —
